Dr. Al-Faruqi's son 
died three months ago by poison under “mysterious circumstances” while serving in the 
U.S. Armed Forces. 

Mr. President, this appears to be a clear case of pre-meditated and well-planned 
murder. Needless to say, this situation has created deep alarm among the Muslims of this 
area and throughout the United States. We strongty urge you, Mr. President, to take 
special measures to insure that a satisfactory investigation of this case is conducted by 
local and federal authorities until the perpetrator of this crime is brought to justice. 

Frankly, Mr. President, it is our feeling that the defamation of Islam and Muslims 
by the media and high officials only serves to prepare the environment for such 
assassinations to take place.

He believed that in understanding religion, nations would come to the 
real source of peace. In one gruesome act of violence, we have lost a man and 
his wife whose- very reason for existence was to bring peace through religious 
understanding. ^ 

I request that you seek a full investigation of their deaths through the offices 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The local police said there was no indi- 
cation of burglary, and the authorities are divided in opinion as to whether it 
was an assassination or random killing. As long as there are questions, there must 
be answers. There can be no justification for their deaths, but there must be 
justice. 


I will anxiously await your action on this incident.
